Every effort Is being made to carry the 
county of Rensselaer for the Democratic, 
national and state tickets, but it is not 
believed that this can be done, the county 
outside ol the city ot Troy being largely 
Republican. 
The conflict, however, is 


being waged with vigor, because ot ths 
fact that It is 'the home of the Republl-' 
can nominee for governor, the Republi- 
cans striving to give Mr. Black a larger 
majority than the national candidate, 
nnd the Democrats striving to reduce 
his majority, to prove, if possible, his al- 
lege'd unpopularity. One of the features 
of the campaign in this state is the quiet 
work that has gene on, unknown to many 
people, In the line of creating-a religious 
sentiment against the Republican can- 
didate for governor.

Every .American industry would 
be protected, not only, at home, but at 
every other market. Of course the States 
would suffer to a certain extent through 
having to pay their obligations abroad 
in gold, bnt tho loss oil exchange under 
this head would bo n mero drop in the 
bucket compared with the profits to bo 
reaped from tho markets of South. 
America and Asia, to say nothing of 
Europe. 


"Tho marvel is that the United States 


has not long ago seized t-he opportunity, 
and, but for tha belief tkat tho way of 
England is necessarily the way to com- 
mercial success .and prosperity, undoubt- 
edly it would have been done long ngo. 
Now Americans are awakening to the 
fact that 'so lonfi as they narrow their 
ambition to becoming a larger England' 
they c:.iinot bent us. It bus been u piece 
of luck that it has never occr.rred to tho 
Americans to scoop ns out of the world's 
markets by going on a silver bnsis, and 
It might serve us right if, irritated by 
tho contemptuous apathy of oar govern- 
ment to .the gravity of tho. silver prob- 
lem, tho Americansretaliate by freezing 
out gold. It could easily bedoiio." —

WHEAT AND BLLVEE. 


Value of Stntlattcri \VTilcU TCecortl Their 


Decline — KeccDt Adrnnce In Wheat. 
Professor John Hyde, the statistician 


of tho department of agriculture 
at 


Washington, has prepared an elaborate 
report with tho avowed intention of 
showing tbat tho decline iu the value of 
silver has had nothing to do with tbo 
lower prices of wheat which prevailed 
•until the recent speculative upward turn 
iii "tho'ndarkot. Professor Hydu has nn- 
rivalcd opportunities for the accumula- 
tion of facts, and his report is valuable 


i for that reason, but it fails as an argu- 


I meut on the question which ho sets out 
to answer because his deductions are 
made to accord with what are evidently 
his preconceived ideas as to what they 
should be. On tho other hand, tho fol- 
lowing paragraph, which contains the 
gist of tho professor's report, is prac- 
tical confirmation of tho contention of 
iir. Bryan that tho decline in wheat 
and, silver bus been sympathetic: 


That both have ticclinod is truo enough, but 


tbo noncorrC'Spondolico In thulr decline has 
been sutllcicnt -to make their relation a matter 
of tho gruvast doubt, even bad wo no other 
and satisfactory explanation of .the fall in 
wheat. This will bo beat illustrated by tho 
following table, in which 100 la assumed to 
represent tho average prico of.cacL of the two 
commodities during the flrat llvo years under 
consideration:

Tvhilo during tho -15 years of the period under 
consideration, including the years from 1S7B 
to 1882, HUvor foll.moro thiin 18 cents per ounce, 
or U pur cent, wheat advanced about 2% cents 
par "bUHbcl, or 2 per cent, rmd that. -whllD dur- 
ing the last 90 days silver ha^ fallen 4 cents an 
ooncc,'wlieat, owing to deficient harvests In 
other countries, bus advanced from 04 to 78 
ceuts per bushel. 


It has never been asserted that the de- 


cline in silver following its demonetiza- 
tion was the sole cause of the constantly 
lower prices of "wheat. . It would have 
been absurd to sey that supply and de- 
mand, .or oveii speculation, had nothing 
to do with tho market quotations. And 
it has been with "due allowance for these 
influences that the advocates of the free 
coinagnof silver have become convinced 
that the most important factor iu bring- 
ing about tne depressed condition of tho 
wheat market is tha treatment silver 
line had ut the hands of congress. 
In 


this belief they ore not shaken by the 
flurry in the speculative markets at the 
present time. Snch operators as Boburt 
Jjindblom -of Chicago declare that if it 
were not for the depression due to the 
rise of gold, prices for wheat would be 
very high this year. 


Professor Hyde's table shows that 


after silver was demonetized, and up to 
July 9, 1896, silver fell 48 per cent, 
while wheat fell 46 percent. Silver was 
demonetized and the demand for it fell 
off. 
Wheat waa still in demand, at 


•times with such strength as to keep its 
relative value away up, as in the period 
from 1873 to ' 1882— not 1887, as Pro- 
fessor Hyde incorrectly says. But as 
soon as the demand reached its normal 
figure wheat values declined even more 
rapidly than silver, so that last July 
they were again practically on .the some 
relative footing as they were when sil- 
ver woa demonetized. 
What has hap- 


pened since July does not affect the val- 
ue of these figures as showing the bad 
influence upon wheat that the demon- 
etization of silver and its consequent 
decline had. . The sudden rise of "wheat 
in the last few .duys is due wholly to 
the failure of foreign crops, especially 
those of India aud Argentina. The yield 
of Australia and Russia has also bee. 
below tho normal, and England must 
buy the shortage from us. The move- 
ment of wheat in a single season cannot 
discredit the evidence of its movernein 
through a series' of years. — New York 
Journal. . ,

WIFE 


A Jealous Husband Ends the 


Existence 


OF HIS WIFE AND HIMSELF AT 


PORTLAND. ME. 


The Wife Was an Actress- 


Revolver Used. 


Portland. Me., Nov. 3.—A jealous hus- 


band shot and killed his wICe nnd then 
ended his. own career in this city last 
night. The murderer and suicide was 
Alonzo G. PhlllipB, a lithograph^-, who 
lived at 33 Clarendon street, Boston, and 
hJs victim wia Fanny Phillips, a. variety 
actress. The Phillips woman hus been 
appearing at the Palace theater, under 
the name o£ Hattie ilu-rston, during the 
past three weeks, having- quarreled with 
her husband a year ago. Phillips fol- 
lowed her to this city, and met her about 
1 o'clock lost night, shortly after which 
time It Is supposed the tragedy look 
place, although the bodies of the un- 
fortunate couple were not discovered by 
the sister of the murdered woman until 
10:30.- Hrs. Phillips was the daughter o( 
Orvllle Thompson, a. 'teamster ol Bos- 
ton, and was 27 years old. Her husband 
TVttS 31. 


The circumstances Immediately at- 


tending the tragedy ari not evident 
\\hen found by Eva Thompson, Mrs. 
Phillips slster,-the murdered woman was 
Bitting In a chair, while the man was 
lying partially under a chair near her 
feet. 
A 32-ca.lIber revolver had been 


used, and the bu'.u.-i. had ortered Mrs. 
Phillips' head, behind the left ear. The 
discharge had been at close range, and 
death came, apparently, Instantaneous- 
ly. Phillips must have premeditated the 
crime, aiid decided on his subsequent 
suicide, for he had shot hlmsolf through 
the forehead, apparently scarcely mov- 
ing out of his tracks when shooting bis 
wife. 


The tragedy occurred at the home of 


Mr. Littlefleld, manager of the theater, 
69 P^arl street.

mauy respects one of the most remark- 
able contests 
611 record—first, for its 


Ifiiigth; sec-7-udly. for thu vomlerful de- 
turminatioii mtujifested ou both Bidos; 
thirdly, for the independence and re- 
sources of the strikers, aud, lastly, for 
the pencaableiicss of the struggle. Ex- 
ceptions may be tnken here in vie\v of 
tbe reports that have come out from 
tbere and the companies of militia that 
have marched in. Nevertheless it "ia 
true that for three months of the most 
| relentless opposition between the two 
parties not a stick of property wue de- 
stroyed, not n person injured in coiineo- 
.tioti with the strike. During th:it time 
not a single nppeul for outside help was 
made by the idle miners, not n word of 
complaint, uot n sv.ggestion of yielding 
wne ever uttered by the rn'en or their 
fL-.',jilirs, and the tmioii watchers were 
the best guardians of the pcnco the town 
conld have. If there have been changes 
iu the'sitnation since, they do not de- 
tract from tho straightforward, consist- 
ent attitude of the miners for tbat long 
duration, of time. 


Of course much has been said to foa- 


ter the idea that these are "bad, daii- 
g'.'rona men" in Leadyille and that 
rigorous measures 
are necessary to 


"keep them tmder." It is very difficult 
to establish the truth in this case, as 
it is in every instance where laborers 
oppose 'capitalists. The contention of 
the mine owners is that the miners 
agreed to work for $2.50 per day until 
silver sold for more than SO cents an 
ounce, and that now they are breaking 
an agreement. 


The truth is tbis: In 1898 a mixed 


assembly "of the Knights of Labor, a 
small number of members being miners, 
flii come to an agreement o' $2. DO 
a 'day.' It was done, according to 
n statement of the miners, "at a 
lime of panic, when all plans and all 
calculations o£ all classes were rtemor: 
ulized." Less than o per cent of tho 
working miners were represented in the 
assembly. Now the miners are all iden- 
tified with the Western Federation of 
Miners, and as far as they ore concerned 
the old assembly ceased to esist. At the 
time the agreement was made it was 
hoped, that merchants, dealers nnd rail- 
roads' would acknowledge the conces- 
sions made by the miners and furnish 
them with necessaries at tho lowest pos- 
sible cost. 


Bat as time went on it was seen that 


men could npt'Jive on $2.50 per day at 
the riito of their 
necessary outlays. 


Gradually and ivithont any definite de- 
mand or agreement wages rose to £8 a 
dny in nearly all the mines, clearly 
showing that that was as low at least 
as was natural under the prevailing 
conditions. At tho time of the strike in 
the latter port of June only GOO men 
were working lor '$2.50 'n day. .For 
their own Bakes and for tho security of 
the union it was necessary that wages 
eh'onld be nniform. 


These $2.50 ivdny men were distrib- 


uted am'ong three or four mines, 
They 


were refused their respectful"demand 
for ?3 nntl went:dut ic a"bocly. It wa'a 


i not at first supposed to bo a serious 
' affair, but as time went on it was Been 
that neither side had any idea of yield- 
ing. Then several of the large operators 
closed down, locking out over 2,000 
men, in the expectation tliat tliey would 
induca-their comrades to resume work 
at'th'ei'r old wages. Bnt they were de- 
termined to uphold the demands of the 
fust atribei-B. About 8,000 men, count- 
ing those connected with the mines in 
various ways, wera thrown out of work," 
aud thus the opposing"interests rested. 


To ' the masses of dollar 'a "day 
men 


and their employers it may seem unrea- 
sonable tostaud'out so stubbornly when 
$2.50 a day could be earned. But of 
course the real value of -wages is always 
determined by what it costs to live. 
Eent is high "in Leadville. 
Living is 


high. Water'is bought and paid for by 
the barrel, milk'is 10 ceuts a quart and 
other things in proportion. . Tho minera 
in that altitude must dress in good, 
warm olotliiug. A system of compul- 
sory : insurance and ' medical tax has 


j beou generally" adopted."\Vhich makes a 
' Leavy draft on tho income of tho miner. 
He is constantly in-great-danger; aud 
his work -is unusually hard,-1 tiresome 
and full of risks. They have uoai-ly all' 
settled nnd married-'in Leadville'onrl 
desire to make their homos there and 
help to impro've the place.; ^ 'So that,- 
taking all thing's into consideration,' to 
a day is very moderate waj'es. 


Probably" there' • never wris a easy 


where 8,000 locked out and striking 
workers were so "quiet; so confident, • 
immovable. In the, beginning-every ar- 
rangement was m'nde for a prolonged 
riege; The funds in the" treasury were 
plentiful nnd carefully guarded. Three 
large boarding houses where two meals 
a flay were furnished to each one need- 
ing them at cost were established. The 
riisorirces and needs ot all were corefnlly 
recorded^ and up to the third week in 
September no 'aasiirtarjoe from outside 


unions had been asked, though every 
union of the federation stood ready to 
help, tho Cripple Creek'boys offering 50 
P'PT cent of' their wages.'

So thorough is the | 
sympathy, so resolute is the spirit i 
among them, that they declare the Lead- j 


boforn submitting to tho $2.50 rate paid 
to part of tho workers. It is the opera- 
tors, the merchants, the business^ men 
of Lendville who are uneasy, restless 
mid desperate. Many of the business 
men threaten to leave the place, nnd 
Hie fear of a complete disruption of the 
town prevails. The proprietors of sev- 
eral important minca, among them j 
ilndd and Moffat, flooded" their o'wii 
mines, hoping thus to frighten the min- j 
ers into goiug back to work. But the 
scheme did network and the.pumps 
were set going the'nert dny. Several of 
the proprietors had expressed n wish to 
resume work at a uniform wage of |3, 
hut they were silenced by this move. 
'Moffat, Mudd'and others declare'tliey 
will starve the miners into submission 
if they desert their mines and ruin the 
town to do it.

THE CIGAR MAKERS. 


Extracts from the Report of tAB Pre»l- 


dent of the C. Al. I, U. 


At ths recent session of tho Cigar 
Mak- 


ers' International union, Jield iu Detroit, 
there were 'present' 245 delegates. Pres- 
ident Perkins' report, which was ex- 
haustive, shows that the olg'ar trade has 
riot materially improved, although.lucre 
has been a 'slight increase in the output. 
The "total product for consumption in 
the United States for tha past fiscal 
year, ending June SO, 1890, was 4,237,- 
755,943 cigars. 


The total number of factories of all 


kinds reported is 14,070, of which num- 
ber 7,147 are strictly union and G,323 
[ire mixed and nonunion. The union fac- 
tories give employment to 12,278 uiiion 
hand workmen and 15,247 union mold 
workmen. The open shops employ 10,- 
Ii75 union and nqu-uuion persons. 


The total amount of wages paid out 


per year is (41,767,989, and the'viilue 
of the product is |129,'693,275. The to- 
tal number of unions in good standing 
is 350, with a membership of 28,700. 


During the past; three years the re- 


ceipts of the international- office were 
$S7,'ill and the expenses :$S5,572, 
leaving a balance of $1,539 in the treas- 
ury. Tho strike expense during this pe- 
riod was $113,461. 


The commercial and industrial stag- 


nation which has' prevailed since IS'JS 
has necessitated the disbursement of 
enormous sums to 'men cut of work, 
benefit obligations, and the general 
fund, which'amounted to If505,859 in 
1893, lias shrnuk'to %194,438. 


President Perkins advocates an in- 


crease in' dues of. 5 cents pei weei, 
which wonld add nearly $76,000 to the 
yearly income. During 1895 $431,308 
was "paid ont in sick, strike, 'out of 
work'and death1 benefits, "and 
for the 


first" six"months: oC the current year 
t22S, 586 :-was paid out in the same 
benefits.

The Central Labor union of i^e^v 


York cityis very much exercised over 
the decision of Justice White of the-ap- 
pellate'dirision of the supreme court in 
Bnfiolo declaring as unconstitutional 
tlio law of 1804 "which directed that 
only citizens should bo employed on 
public building's in" the't'tate. 


The Granite Cutters' -union of the 


city has had several cases thrown out of 
ccnrt in cohscQueuce of Justice White's 
decision. 


This was the first intimation that the 


union had of the decision, and it was 
then too late to appeal the Buffalo 
case to the court of appeals, inasmuch 
as tbe time limit fot appealing had al- 
ready expired.

Justice White's decision was drafted by 
the legislate committee, and when it 
passed both houses of the legislature 
and was sent to Governor Flower be

The move- 
ment of wheat in a single season cannot 
discredit the evidence oi its movemei..

day in nearly all the mines, clearly 
showing that that was as low at least 
RS was natural under the prevailing 
conditions. At the time of the'strike in 
;he latter part of June only 600 men 
were working for $2.50 a day. .For 
:heir own Bakes and for the seonrity of 
the union it was necessary that wagea 
should be uniform. 


These $2.60 a day men were distrib- 


uted among three or four mines. 
They 


were refused their respectful demand 
for |3 and went ont in a body. It was 
not at first supposed to be a serious 
affair, but as time went on it waa Been 
;hat neither side had any idea of yield- 
ug. Then several of the large operators 
closed down, looking out over 2,000 
men, in the expectation that they would 
nduco their comradei to resume work 
at their old wages. Bnt they were de- 
ermined to uphold the demands of the 
irst striken. Ahont 8,000 men, count- 
ng those connected with the mines in 
various ways, were thrown out of work, 
and thus the opposing interests rested.

At a recent meeting of Single lasers 


in Washington,, D. C., it was decided 
to send the following questions to the 
Woman's Christian Temperance union, 
the Anti-SaIoon!Ieague and other tem-

Ajaother "TJnconatitntionBl" labor Xjnr. 


The Central Labor union of New 


York city is very much exercised over 
tho decision of Justice White of the ap- 
pellate division of the supreme court in 
Buffalo declaring as unconstitutional 
the law of 1894 which directed that 
only citizens should be employed on 
public buildings in the state. 


The Granite Cutters' union of the 


city has had several cases thrown out of 
court in consequence of Justice White's 
decision. 


This was the flnt intimation that the 


union had of the decision, and it was 
then too late to appeal the Buffalo 
caso to the court of appeals, inasmuch 
aa tbo timo limit for appealing had al- 
ready expired. 


The law whioh has been annulled by 


Justice White's decision was drafted by 
the legislative committee, and when it 
passed both houses of the legislature 
and was Bent to Governor Flower he 
asked tho opinion of 'the attorney gen- 
eral and other legal advisers, and they 
pronounced it to be constitutional .So 
the governor signed the bill. 


The building trades nuions were 


somewhat at a loss what to do in the 
matter. They could not introduce new 
test cases into court, ay they would be 
thrown out, and it was too late to ap- 
peal the Buffalo case.

llit last, publif. word incident to his cam- 
paign. Ho had then made seven speeches 
in Omaha, beginr.lnE at T o'clock In Uie 
evening, and had preceded the night's 
work with 15 speeches more during tlio 
day at tha 1'ollowing places, all in tha 
HLate o£ Nebraska: Seward. York, Au- 
rora, Grand Island, Hastings, Harvard, 
.Saronvllle. Sutton, Gratton. Falrmour.t! 
]ixeter.- Friend, Dorchester, Crete Iind 
Lincoln. 
I-Ic had traveled during the 


day 1:90 miles. 


It hid been Mr. Bryan's original Inten- 


tion to speak In every congressional dls- 
irlct in the state during the day, but 
this was found to be Impracticable, and 
ho entered only four of the six. .Not- 
\vlthscajidlng all of the speeches were 
made In his own state, Mr. Dryau made 
l;o special appeal to state pride, nor did 
lie dwell upon state Issues, beyond au 
appeal here and there to his friends to 
five loyal support to the silver state and 
congressional tickets while they were 
casting their ballots for th& Bryan elect- 
ors. 
He praised Governor Holcomb's 


administration of state affairs, and re- 
peatedly called attention to the futility 
of efforts to secure reforms, even with a 
favorably disposed chief executive, with- 
out a congress willing to co-operato 
with him. He dwelt. In the main,-how- 
ever, upon the national aspects of the 
campaign, 'and appealed to his hearers 
to support the cause upon the same gen- 
eral principlea which he had advanced 
in speeches made in other similarly situ- 
ated communities. His two most teliing 
speeches of the day were at Hastings 
and Lincoln. His strongest efforts were 
generally directed at crowds containing 
more than the usual number of persons 
decorated svith gold badges. The dem- 
onstrations in the way oC greetings and 
applause were cordial. Those who wore 
the yellow Insignia treated him with re- 
spect, and In some Instances applauded 
his utterances. 


At no time in the campaign has ifr. 


Eryan been in better physical or merital 
condition than he was for his closing 
day. He appeared to realize that he was 
tearing the end of his arduous siege, and 
be did not make the usual effort to con- 
serve his physical energies. He allowed 
bis voice, which Is still unimpaired, full 
r:inge. He spent a greater part of the 
lime than ordinarily between speeches 
chatting with friends. 
In these con- 


versations lie did not display the least 
nervousness over the. near approach of 
the crisis of the campaign, and to all 
outward appearances he was quite as 
unconcerned as was any of his company. 


Sir. Bryan was given one of the great- 


est receptions of his entire tour by 
Lincoln, his home city. He spoke from 
tlie balcony of the Lincoln hotel, and ad- 
dressed an audience which filled the 
ureets In the Immediate vicinity. This 
address was made largely to llr. Bryan's 
neighbors, and contained more personal 
p.lluslon to himswlf than any speech 
ot the long series he has made. Mr. 
Bryan prefaced his remarks with a 
itatemeiit that the question was a great 
controversy between the money power 
and the common people of this country. 
In conclusion, he said: "I have sta-ted 
that if elected I shajl not be absent from 
you more than four years. 
W-hen I 


stated that I meant It, and I want you 
to believe in my sincerity wken I Bay so. 
I believe that office Is attended with 
duties so great, with responsibilities so 
heavy, that the m»n who occupies it 
ought to have no personal ambition be- 
yond proving himself worthy oC the'con- 
fldence oC those who elected him. If 
elected, I shall consecrate four years of 
my life to the service of my country', feel- 
Ing that when that Is done, all has been 
dcme in the way of honor that caa he 
done, and'then I shall rejoice again to be 
a private dtlnen in this nation, where to 
be a citizen is greater than to be aklnff.M

sion on the outlook. He has been asked 
many times for expressions, but has pre- 
ferred to give opinion only through his 
speeches, and he adhered to this rule 


to the last His manner speaks quite aa 
forcibly as words, however, Iri show- 
ing that he fully shares the confldent ex- 
pectation of those about him. Mrs: Mc- 
lUnley is confined to "her apartments, 
not yet up frum. an attack o£ the grip, 
which has kejit her In her room for the 
past week. Most of yesterday was passed 
by irm major In greeting hundreds of 
callers, who kept coming In organized 
groups of a dozen or two from points, 
far and near. 'Judge Marvin of Akron, 
an old friend, who had not seen the hero 
of the Canton pilgrimages for several 
months, voiced the expressions of most 
of. che caJlers, when he said, "I never 
saw him look better."
